OLSON’S PROPOSED PRODUCTION 
FOR USE 


It teems, according to newspaper reports, that 
Olson is following the same tactics th at Roosevelt 
followed. Roosevelt said nothing about changing the 
Supreme Court before the 1336 Election; neither did 
Olson mention nis Epic ideas before election. 
Now that he is elected, if the newspaper reports 
are correct, he is considering some form of co-oper­ 
ative production for use. 
But before he spends a lot of money on this 
scheme, it might be well to consider whether it will 
not do infinitely more harm than good. To put a lot 
of men to work without efficient tools, where they 
can produce less than they could produce working 
for private enterprise, is only a waste of energy and 
discourages the workers. On the other hand, to take 
from the private ownership the tools necessary for 
operation, will only transfer private management 
into inefficient political management. This will re­ 
duce production. 
In addition to this, how does Mr. Olson know w hat 
commodities most need producing? And to produce 
these things that already have a greater production 
and a lower reward for the effort put in them than 
other things have, would work a great injustice 
to those who are already in this field. It would fur­ 
th er throw things out of balance and delay the re­ 
turn of private enterprise. Government Interference 
In the past, and misdirected emotionalism has caused 
our production to be put out of balance and we are 
now 20,000,000 jobs short to furnish full employment. 
So before the State gets tangled up In a govern­ 
ment undertaking to furnish tools for production for 
use, they had better look ahead and see what the 
consequences of this scheme would be. The remedy 
certainly would be worse than the present disease. 
W hat we w ant to do, instead of going further into 
government regulations and Interference with en­ 
terprise, is to remove the interference that the gov­ 
ernment has already established. When we do this 
and use the power of the state to enforce contracts 
and prevent fraud, we will be well on the way to 
recovery and a greatly increased standard of living. 


Sharing The Comforts

AMONG THOSE PRESENT 


Approximately 13,000 persons, enough to populate 
a small city, who would otherwise have died in auto 
accidents during 1938, probably will live to welcome 
the New Year next January, thanks, largely, to the 
tireless efforts of the National Institute for Traffic 
Safety, The National Safety Council, The Automo­ 
tive Safety Foundation, Thousands of newspaper 
editors and hosts of others. 
The men and women who are directly responsible 
for saving these 13,000 human lives will receive 
little or no recognition for their tireless services. 
Their only solace will be found in dry statistics. 
They will not even receive the gratitude they so ju st­ 
ly deserve fiom those whose very lives they have 
saved, because providence never labels its victims 
in advance. 
In the first six months of 1938, highway fatalities 
decreased 22 per cent compared to 1937. And as the 
New York Times has observed: “such progress is 
especially cheering in view of the enormity of the 
problem." 
The United States has what has been 
described as “the most enormous transportation sys­ 
tem in the world, with 3,000,000, miles of rights of 
vray, 30,000,000 pieces of rolling stock and an average 
of 80.000,000 passengers daily." 
There are two things that you can and should do 
to promote safety on our highways. 
Observe every 
safety precaution your self and encourage others to 
do the same. 


CREATOR OF JOBS 


The Increase in residential construction is one of 
the very best of the signs now dotting the economic 
horizon. 
As an article in the Wall Street Journal points 
out, of every dollar spent for a home, alm ost 50 cents 
goes for the purchase of m aterials—lumber, bricks, 
metals, cement, etc, "These figures,” in the words 
of the article, “show clearly the tremendous impact 
of building both upon employment and demand for 
goods, and consequently upon the general business 
trend, and emphasizes the possible importance of 
the present upturn in home building upon the gen­ 
eral economic welfare of the country.” 
I urthermore, the labor created by iiotne building 
is far from being beneficial only to the men actually 
employed upon the job. The United States Housing 
Authority says th at indirect labor actually benefits 
more than direct. It estim ates the direct labor time 
employed for each dollar of expenditure, at 24 min­ 
utes, while indirect labor gets 36 minutes work per 
dollar. 


From the standpoint of the prospective home 
owner, “build now” is no idle slogan. The man who 
plana wisely, and doesn’t set his heart on a dwelling 
beyond his means usually will find that he can own 
a far better home for as little each month as he now 
pays in rent. 


“H AM A N O E G G S" V O TE A G R A V E W A R N IN G 
The "Ham and Eggs" vote In California should be 
a grave w arning to every thoughtful person of the 
State. The vote this proposition got was 45 per cent 
of the total vote. This is in spite of the fact th at the 
provisions of the bill autom atically compelled all pub­ 
lic officials and their friends to vote against it. Had 
this provision not been In, the proposition probably 
would have carried. 
Every citizen who is in an im portant position and 
has a great opportunity to influence public opinion 
should bow’ his head in shame at the thought th at 
nearly half of the people in the State of California 
are so illogical, so Irrational that they will vote for 
a ‘crack-pot" idea, like “Ham and Eggs.” 
It is evident that the wealth of the State is In 
danger of being dissipated by the force of majority 
rule. The newspapers, the colleges, the churches, the 
public schools, the service clubs and all institutions 
that tend to shape public opinion, should take this 
vote of “Ham and Eggs" as a grave warning. 
It gives us a vision of the rationality of the masses. 
It shows us that the framers of the Constitution had 
great foresight when they established the Bill of 
Rights to protect the people against the short­ 
sightedness of the majority. This Bill of Rights has 
practically been destroyed by the Sixteenth Amend­ 
ment and the calibre of men who have been on the 
Supreme Court in the last two decades. 
It is hard to conceive how our educators, news­ 
papers, churches, the labor and business leaders 
can defend the fruits of their influence after this 
election!

LA B O R U N IO N IS M CAN BE B E N E F IC IA L , 
NO T C O L L E C T IV E B A R G A IN IN G 
I have had considerable to say about the impos­ 
sibility of collective bargaining being of benefit to 
all the workers. 
Some people might draw the con­ 
clusion th a t labor unions can be of no value to the 
workers. 
This is not the case. A labor union, if properly 
operated, can be of much service to the working 
man. 
It can do this not by making monopolies, not 
by making things scarce, not by interference with 
natural division of labor, not paying people out of 
proportion to w hat they produce, but it can do this 
by finding better jobs for workers when the em ­ 
ployer is paying them less than they produce and 
carn working for someone else. 
Any union th at prevents an employer from em ­ 
ploying his help for less than other people will do 
the same job for is a good labor union. It is per­ 
forming a splendid service. But, when labor unions 
get the idea th at their men must be paid more than 
millions of other people are willing to do the same 
thing for, by an arbitrary collective bargaining con­ 
tract, then these labor unions are interfering with 
free exchange; they are lowering the real wages of 
all workers whom they will not perm it to enter the 
unions, and they eventually destroy true democratic 
government. 
Labor unions, of course, can also be of benefit to 
their workers by counsel and advice, by helping a 
man find the job for which he is best fitted, by 
pointing out inefficient methods and by general 
cooperation in insurance and welfare work.

The highest expectations and the best hopes of 
American citizens came to fulfilment In Tuesday’s 
election. 
From east to west, from one ocean to the 
other, there was a resurge of true American ideas of 
proper government.

Armistice 
is an 
aw kward 
word. 
Ll its strictly m ilitary sense, it 
used to mean a tem porary halt 
in hostilities w ith an agreem ent 
th at neither side would take ad ­ 
vantage of the breathing spell to 
strengthen its position. 
W hat happened on November ll, 
1918, 
was no arm istice 
in 
that 
sense. 
It was a surrender. 
It 
largely disarmed and partially de­ 
spoiled Germany. It took her navy 
and 
much of 
her m ilitary and 
transportation equipment. Through 
the bridgeheads occupied by the 
Allies, it opened the way to vital 
spots in her interior. 
It was de­ 
signed to leave her helpless. 
A moral obligation of the A rm ­ 
istice was promptly evaded. Ger­ 
man arm s were laid down on the 
b-isis of Mr. Wilson’s 14 points. 
These were designed with an eye 
to world peace in the distant fu­ 
ture. 
The Allies had no intention 
of accepting them in spirit. Some 
of their leaders had promised to 
hang the Kaiser and make Ger­ 
many pay for the war. 
That was 
an impossibility. 
In modern war 
any great military nation can de­ 
stroy in four years more than she 
can pay for in a century, and 
you can’t enslave a nation, even 
as a punishment for war. 
Most of Mr. Wilson’s 14 points 
were gently euchred out of ex­ 
istence. 
Having obtained the dis­ 
arm am ent of Germany through the 
Armistice, the Allies, in the treaty 
of Versailles, put upon her burdens 
th at no nation could bear. 
Germany could no longer fight 
against them with military wea­ 
pons. 
But she 
could, and did, 
immediately 
begin 
fighting 
with 
financial, economic and diplomatic 
weapons. 
Thus just as there was 
no true arm istice but a surrender, 
because it disarmed Germany, so 
also it was no true cessation of 
hostilities.

Tough Going for Sanity

According to a recent dispatch from 
Ibroad. the eighty seven delegates 
(rom twenty three countries to the 
Meeting of th* International Chamber 
of Commerce in 
P aris unani­ 
mously adopted 
a resolu tion 
proposed by 
W inthrop W 
Aldrich of the 
Chase National 
Bank of New 
York, which re­ 
veals a whole­ 
som e lin e of 
thought 
This resolu­ 
tion suggested 
that 
England. 
France and the 
United States 
seek a m eans 
for determining the proper relative 
values of the dollar, pound and 
franc, with a view to maintaining 
stable relations between them and 
ultimately restoring the gold parities 
On the matter of cheap money, the 
resolution declared that the Chamber 
rejected the fallacy that artificially 
cheap money is necessary for busi­ 
ness activity, or that the money 
market must never again be called 
upon to stand the discipline of firm or 
tight money rates "Money rates." the 
resolution said. “should tell the truth 
regarding the actual situation as to 
the supply and demand for capital. 
By an adequate supply of capital, it 
means an abundant volume of true 
investors’ savings and corporate sav­ 
ings.” Other statements in this reso­ 
lution show equally encouraging evi­ 
dence that all economic sanity is not 
yet dead. 
But almost simultaneously, two ex­ 
tremely disheartening reports were 
pub'e hed as to some unhealthy think­ 
ing In this country. 
One disconcerting report was to 
the effect that, with the failure of 
the English pound to rebound fully 
from its recent sagging, the Treasury 
was contending that the British would 
gain an advantage in foreign trade 
and was hinting that there might be 
further devaluation of the dollar 
It Is difficult to conceive of com 
potent experts In. or consulted by. the 
Treasury advising further devalua­ 
tion of the dollar, lf ’hey have not 
learned the lessons flowing from our 
last devaluation then they are be­ 
hind in their home work. and should 
give some serious study to the matter 
Must we conclude that these gen 


tlemen hold that foreign trad* In th* 
long run is fostered by * cheap 
money; that a good ;urliney n 
f 
pursue and go down with a che; J aa l 
depreciating currency; that a depre­ 
ciating currency Is preferable to a 
good one; that a nation grows rich 
by exporting more and more of its 
goods for more arid more money of 
less and less value; that real wealth 
is the same as a depreciating cur­ 
rency that our Importers should bs 
made to pay progressively more for 
their 
imports; 
that 
our 
money 
should be made to buy progressively 
less abroad? 
Dont these gentlemen know that. 
although this government, by Its lait 
devaluation of the dollar, made for«^ 
elgn goods cest 69 per cent more In 
terms of the devaluated 59 per ce 
dollar, monthly Imports increased, 
their peak in 1937. by ISI per cent, 
while exports Increased, to their peak 
in 1937, only 104 per cent? Therefore, 
lf they are foolish enough to wish to 
increase exports at the expense of Im­ 
ports by depreciating our currency 
still further, our last experience sup­ 
plies the answer to them. 
The depression of 1937*1938 was a 
potent factor in Increasing our ex­ 
ports. Consequently, if these experts 
are searching for a way to increase 
exports, relative to imports. I sug­ 
gest that they give us another re­ 
cession as the Administration did in 
1937. 
The second discouraging recent bit 
of news, which came about the same 
time. was the announcement of Sena­ 
tor Elmer Thomas of Oklahoma that 
he would again introduce In the Sen­ 
ate his monetary authority and com­ 
modity dollar bilL Of course, every 
competent student of money know* 
full well that Thomas’s solution tot 
practically every economic problem 
Is more Inflation and devaluation He 
either cannot or will not learn and It 
is apparently utterly useless to try 
to show him facts. The monetary 
measures he has sponsored, some of 
which are on our statute books, are 
all thoroughly bad and extremely 
dangerous. But apparently time and 
money will have to be wasted again 
during the next session of Congress 
in consideration of the fallacies of 
Elmer Thomas, who conveys to the 
poor and distressed .people of this 
country the notion that he is their 
friend while, as a matter of fact, 
practically every monetary proposal 
he makes would injure them seri­ 
ously in the long run.

Striking recommendations of the 
tw entieth century fund on “debts 
and recovery” are receiving stud­ 
ied consideration on high. The pres­ 
ident may pick up some of the 
ideas; several of his advisers are 
expressing 
approval. 
The 
fund 
found the debt structure contains 
many fundam ental weaknesses of 
the economic order. It recommend­ 
ed legal amendments to let insur­ 
ance companies, savings banks and 
trusts invest in common stocks. 
“An 
investm ent 
in 
common 
stocks of a 
well managed cor­ 
poration w ithout heavy debts, or 
in 
full 
ownership 
of 
unencum­ 
bered real estate may 
be more

ery cannot continue. 
It Is true 
th at lf investors will accept noth­ 
ing but government debt, a re­ 
fusal to run the government fu r­ 
ther into debt may dam up the 
flow of savings. 
But it Is still 
possible the expansion of govern­ 
ment debt itself may be prevent­ 
ing investm ent from taking other
